Ancient Relics ia Georgia. 


The workmen on the great Georgia Central 


Railroad (now being extended from Savannah in 
the direction of the St. Louis, Missouri,) have 
discovered a curious relic in the neighborhood 
of the celebrated mound near Macon. 
About 


four feet below the surface of the earth, a large 
earthern pot was discovered, which would prob- 
ably hold about eight gallons; but it wts unfor- 
tunately broken in the excavation. 
In this was 


a considerable <juantity of com, winch appears 
to have been reduced lo charcoal by fire, but the 
grains mostly retained their perfect shape. This 
was in good preservation. 
Beneath the spot, 


there were distinct evidences of a fhe,andak«nd 
of fire-place that had been much used. Not far 
from this spot, about two and a half feet below 
the surface, was found a huge human skeleton, 
but nothing near it, except a large flat stone, 
which seemed to have been placed on its end 
Other human bones have also been found there- 
about, in making the excavations. The Macon 
Telegraph, of tbe 5th ult gives the following 
particulars; 


Among other*, part of the skeleton of ayouth, 


seven or eight years old—-the lowerjawoi which 
was found entire, with parts of the old and new 
sets of^teeth, one over the other, quite conspicu 
ous 
The occipital bone, or back of the skull, 


with its serrated edges, was in a good state of 
preservation 
An amateur phrenologist, on ex- 


amining which remarked that the organ of phi- 
loprogemtiveness was foil, and that of amative 
ness plenty large for a child 1 
From the large 


ness and soundness of the teeth, and the bioad- 
ness of the clnn,a professional dentist pronounc- 
ed the skeleton to be that of an Indian boy,from 
7 to 9 years old. Several earthern potsor bowls 
of different sizes were also dug up; but owmjj 
to the carelessness or stupidity of the laborers", 
were m stly knocked to pieces 
Also a piece ol 


thick plate glass ; several pewter spoons, hand- 
somely flowered ; and one of brass, the handle 
fancifully scalloped and gilt; an irrm hatchet; 
several pieces of elk hum, &c 
The spoons, 


glass, hatchet, &c , were evidently of European 
work manship,and doubtless left where they were 
found, by some of the numeious companies of 
explorers or adventurers who visited this conti- 
nent m search of gold.after its discovery by Co- 
lumbus 
The remains of old forts and fortifica- 


tions still seen in several places, were doubtless 
built by them, to protect ihemselveti against the 
Indians, during their excursions 
On the other 


hand, the pottery, store axes, arrow heads, <foc , 
were as evidently the work of the Indians, and 
may have been buried theie hundreda and thou- 
sands of yeais 
What people or nation built the 


large earth mounds, like those near where these 
relics were discovered, and found all over the 
country,no antiquarian has, as yet, and probably 
never will bp able to decide 
They were found 


by the first Europeans, and the race of Indians 
then occupying the country knew as little about 
them as the present generation

world, th&Cthe moral combination of the people 
is*the most potent means of procuring tbe Binel- 
lorntion of the institutions of any country, 


"The achievment of Catholic Emancipation 


was one such proof. The abrogation ol the Leg- 
islative Union, by the repeal of the statute 40th 
George 111 , c 3d, will be the second 


"We, fellow countrymen, have w rked out 


the first part ol our expenment completely 
We 


have held some twenty monster meetings, to de- 
monstrate the intensity and uniferfalit)> of the 
desire of the Irish people for the tegtoration of 
their domestic Parliament So many human be- 
ings nevei congregated together for peaceful pur- 
poses as have assembled at these meetings — 
There may be a diffrrence as to the amount by 
20,001), 50,0011, or 100,1)00, but there is no doubt 
at all that such immense multitude* never assem- 
bled before, and at least one ol them considera- 
bly exceeded 500,000 human tcu>lt. 


"This fact is certain—that some twenty meet- 


ings of the largest unarmed multitudes that ever 
assembled, were congregated together in Ireland 
during the past summer 


"There is another fact equally certain—that at 


no one of these meetings did any act, however 
slight, offeree, violence, as=aultor breach of the 
peace oC2ur. 


"Dwell upon this, all generous believers in the 


amelioration ol the human race, wheiever you 
be, throughout the world. 
Console yourselves 


with the conviction that men can meet in count- 
less myriads, without the slightest violation of 
peace, of order, of decorum, ol civility 


"There is one additional characteristic of our 


multitudinous Irish meetings—that so disposed 
were the people to avoid all acta offeree, even 
lor individual accommodation, that not,so much 
as a personal injury occurred, even accidentally 
at any of those meetings. 


"The experiment was thus complete in both 1(3 


parts,—firstly,m showing the unammous,univer. 
sal will of the Irish people in favor ofsthe repeal of 
the 40th George 111 c 38,called tlie 'Union Slat- 
Jte ;' secondly, m the proof we gave of the per- 
fect order, decorum, and thoroughly peaceable 
conduct of the Irish peopje. 


" Nor was this experiment spoiled by fbe un- 


called-for proclamation directed against the Clon- 
tarf meeting. On the contrary, the ready sub- 
mission to a proclamation which we deemed, and 
still deem, illegal—the perfect obedience of the 
people to the advice of their guides and leade« 
—the promptitude with which they abandoned 
all idea of holding the meeting the very mo- 
ment those guides and leaders told them they 
ouglit to abandon it—the perfect control overev- 
ery exciting passion and irritating provocation
